The members of the P. T. A. were 
most fortunate in securing for their

Mrs. J. Powers Flint, chairman of 
the board of trustees of the Pacific 
Colony, was introduced by the presi- 
dent, Mrs. F. F, Allen. The serious 
need of more ‘homes for feeble-mind- 
ed children was strongly emphasized 
in her plea for the interest of hearty 
cooperation of the people of South- 
‘ern California in the new home to be 
built this winter on a lovely site of 
1886 acres, seven miles west of Po- 
mona. The measure, put through the 
legislature in 1917, authorized the ex- 
penditure of $250,000 for a" location 


of not less than 800 acres and Mrs. ; 


Flint’s account of the journeys taken 
by the board of trustees in search 
of a desirable place, from Santa Bar- 
bara to San Diego, proved that the 
final choice near Pomona was the 
result of a very careful and exhaust- 
ive survey of all conditions. Plans 
for gymnausiums for boys and girls, 
industrial schools, educational build- 
ings and a large service hall where 
meals for the probable 2000 inmates 
and officers will be cooked and serv- 
ed are in course of development, and 
will be erected this winter. There is 
already a waiting list of four hun- 
jdred children for the § .

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~The Reasons for the High Price of Shoes 





The following clipping taken from a pamphlet issued by the Brown Shoe Co., a large 
shoe manufacturer of St. Louis, explains some of the reasons for the high price of shoes. 
This deals with the cost of leather alone, saying nothing about the higher wage scale and 
shorter hours which have so vitally affected the cost of production. 


Under the heading “& Comparison of Hide 
Prices” the following figures are published:

“Although the United States has a_ larger 
number of cattle than any other prominent 
country, we are compelled to import fully 560 
per cent of all the raw material tanned an- 
nually,” declares the statement by the Brown 
Shoe Co. “The tanneries of continental Europe 
have been completely demoralized by the war 
and it is well understood that upon the com- 
pletion of the Peace Treaty raw materials will 
be in enormous demand to rehabilitate the idle 
tanneries. Perhaps the chief obstacle in the 
way of a return to lower prices for shoes is the 
fact that the most extreme prices quoted in 
our domestic market look cheap to the Buro- 
pean buyers. It would be conducive to a better 
understanding if the American public were in- 
formed that shoes have been selling for $25 
and $80 for many long months in both the 
warring and neutral countries of continental 
Europe. The equalization process following 
peace and the resumption of free trading should 
have the effect of lowering shoe prices abroad 
while corresponding raising. them in the United 


States. In considering shoe pbices, 
ditions must be faced.”

In 1913 ranchers received $8.50 per 100 pounds 
for their steers while in 1919 the price for a 
hundred pounds was $18.50 or an increase of 
over 100 per cent, In 1890 there were 85 cattle 
in the United States for every 100 persons; in 
1910, 75 enttle; in 1919 only 60 cattle—a de- 
crease of 25 cattle for each hundred of the 
population in 29 years. 


The world as a whole is reported te have 25 
to 30 million less cattle as a result of the war. 


Cattle are killed for their meat, not for their 
hides. A $325 steer at today’s high prices 
would not be slaughtered just to get the hide 


worth not one-tenth as much. The demand for 
hides is decidedly outstripping the demand for 
beef. Even vegetarians insist upon wearing 
leather shoes. We may have cheaper beef and 
higher hides. : 


Discoursing upon retail shoe store profits the 
pamphlet continues: ‘The Harvard school’s 1918 
analysis of elaborately itemized reports of shoe 
store returns shows ‘the following averages of 
gross profits on selling prices: Low priced shoe 
stores, 25.7%; medium priced, 26.6%; high 
priced, 34.8% department store ‘shoe depart- 
ments, 28.1%; and chain stores 28.4%. The 
total expenses run as follows: 20.5%; 20.25%; 
28.8%, 28.5%, and 24.6%. This leaves the net 
profits for merchandise, operations as follows: 
5.2 per cent, 635 per cent, 6 per cent, 4.6 per 
cent and 8.8 per cent. In neither the gross nor 
the net profit is there anything heer that savors 
of extortion. 

Conclusions: Hides and skins have advanced 
in all the markets of the world. The great up- 
heava! in values has been contested by tanners 
and shoe manufacturers without avail. Neutral 
worid conditions have been operating for years 
to make the basic raw materials for making 
leather more expensive. Thus far the highest 
rates asked for shoes are below the latest 


prices charged for leather and the highest quo-. 


tations for leather are similarly not up to a 
parity with the cost of hides and skins,
